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Nine Injured When Two Elec- 
tric Trains Come Together 
In Fog at N. Chicago 



MOTORMAN STUCK TO POST 



Fos Prevented Motorman of Second Train 

Precciving Train 'in front Until It 

Was Too Late to Stop 






Nine persons were injured and hund- 
reds were badly shaken up when n 
three car special train on the Chicago 
and Milwaukee electric railroad crashed 
into the rear of a two car local train 
which had stopped at the Fourteenth 
street station at North Chicago at 9:1S 
o'clock Sunday night The front of-the 
second train and the rear of the first 
train were crushed and telescoped like 
egg shells. Motorman Kiesling of the 
second train did not leave his post and 
escaped death almost miraculously. He 
was wedged fast in the crushed timhers 
and hud to be chopped free by passen- 
gere on the train. The accident hap- 
pened during one of the worst fogs 
that this section of the country has 
seen in a long time. 

The two cars in the first train were 
crowded with people returning to Chi- 
cago and other cities along the north 
shore. It had come to a pause at the 
Fourteenth street station for several 
passengers to alight and others to get 
aboard. It is said that it was a little 
behind time owing to running alow on 
accQunt'^of the fog. 

The second train was a special carry- 
ing the United German Singing Socie- 
ties of Chicago, Pittsburg and St. Louis 
from the big convention that has just 
closed in Milwaukee. The names of 
these societies are: El Mira, Schiller, 
Mozart and Ambrose. All of the five 
cars were crowded. 

The fog was so dense that the motor- 
man on the special could not distinguish 
the lights on the rear of the first train 
until he was about a hundred feet away. 

Supposing that he had a clear right 
of way he was driving his car at a 
rapid rate of speed, according to spec- 
tators and when he applied his emer- 
gency brakes he could not possibly 
have stopped his train in time to avert 
a collision. 

Then, too, the fog made the rails 
slippery and instead of holding, the 
wheels slid along as if the tracks had 
been greased. 

Motorman Kiesling saw that the col- 
lision must occur but not for a moment 
did he think of deserting his post. He 
realized that the lives of the three 
hundred passengers in his train were in 
his hands. Grittipg his teeth grimly 
he continued to do everything in his 
power to bring his train to a stop. 

All the time his whistle was screech- 
ing out a warning to the- crew of the 
train in front. The motorman on the 
first train kept his wits and quickly re- 
leasing his air brakes allowed his car 
to start forward a little of its own 
weight. This was all that prevented 
what might have been a horrible 
calamity as when the second train col- 
lided there was less resistance than 
there would have been_ had the first 
train had the brakes on. 

A moment later there was a wild 
panic among the passengers on both 
trains. Broken glass and pieces of 
debris were thrown in all directions. 
Several were cut and others were 
hurled to the floors of the cars. All 
made a wild rush to get outside and for 
a few minutes it looked as if somo 
would be trampled to death. 

Two who were rendered unconscious 
by the ijchock were carried out into the 
open air. Dr, F.' C. Knight of Wauke- 
gan was summoned and he rendered 
valuable assistance. Supervisor Ed- 
ward Conrad went there in his automo- 
bile also and assisted. ' 

One woman who was in the washroom 
of the first car in the second train be- 
came hysterical when the force of the 
collision caused her to be pinioned fast. 
Her screams could be heard for a long 
distance. 

Motorman Kiesling pluckily told his 
rescuers to get the woman free before 
they tried to chop him loose. It is 
thought that the woman may have 
been hurt internally. A man whose 
name could not bo learned had his head 
badly cut by flying glass. Another 
man received a cut over his oye and a 
Chicago reporter was cut on the hand, 
both by flying glass. 



WORKMAN DIES FROM PALL 

Jonn Carlston of Highwood Falls From 
Scaffold and Dies From ln]uries 

John Carlston,' 55 years old, a brick 
mason residing at Highwood, died at his 
home in Waukegan Monday after- 
noon at 4 o'clock, following injuries re- 
ceived when a scaffold on which he was 
working gave way and precipitated him 
to the ground forty feet below.' The 
accident happened at ten-thirty o'clock 
Monday morning. 

Carlston was engaged in laying bricks 
on a chimney on a house that is being 
erected by Mr. Ostrand. Suddenly, 
without a moment's warning, he scaf- 
fold on which he was" working gave way 
and he fell to the ground. 

Fellow workmen who were employed 
nearby hurried to his side and found 
him unconscious and bleeding. He was 
carried to his home where it was found 
he had sufl'ered interal injuries. Sever- 
al of his ribs were broken and these 
had penetrated his breast and vital 
organs. 

It was seen from the very first/that 
he could not live. The injured man re- 
covered consciousness just long enough 
to tell his wife that he knew he wus go- 
ing to die. 

The coroner's inquest was held, pre- 
sided over by J. L. Taylor of Liberty- 
ville. A verdict was returned in ac- 
cordance with the facts.

PREMATURE 4th 

LEADS ONE LAD 

TO HOSPITAL 

The first premature Fourth of July 
celebration, and a practical joke played 
by a companion landed Charles 
Schuski. ten years old of Highlond Park 
in the Jane McAlister hospital Friday. 

It appeared that Schuski had purchas- 
ed a bunch of connon fire-crackers and 
after tearing the paper off put them in 
his trousers pocket. One of companions, 
seeing, it is claimed, a chance to play 
a good joke on his friend lighted a 
match and applied it to the fuse at the 
end of the bunch. 

The fuse burned until It struck the 
powder in the fire crackers, and they 
exploded one after another in rapid 
succession. The explosions from the 
crackers it seems ignited the clothing of 
Schuski, and they blazed up rapidly. 

The lad who applied the match to the 
fire crackers, realized that his friend 
was in danger of being severely burned, 
and rushed to his assistance, attempt- 
ing to beat out the fiames. When the 
fire at last subsided, Schuski was found 
to have been badly burned on the right 
limb, the leg from the knee to the hip 
being one mass of blisters from the 
burns. 

The lad was removed to the McAl- 
ister hospial and his burns were dressed. 
It was stated at the hospital that 
unless more serious complications arose 
tlio lad would recover.

One Hundred and Ninety In- 
dictments Against Voters 
of Zion City 



VOLIVA AND CABINET IN NET 



Biggest Political Sensation in County and 

Slate Reaches Climax With Return 

of True Bills 



The biggest political shake up that 
overtook place in the affairs of any 
city or single community in the state 
of Illinois came to a climaK in the Lake 
county circuit court room Monday 
afternoon near 2 o'clock when Foreman 
Chase Webb of Waukegan, of the 
special grand jury called at the in- 
stance of sixty-three independent par- 
tisans of Zion City to investigate al- 
leged fraudulent voting at the Zion 
City election April 18, returned 190 
indictments as true bills. 

The charges on which the indict- 
ments are returned are alleged fraudu- 
lent voting, alleged attempt to vote 
fraudulently, alleged conspiracy to 
cause and inspire illegal voting, and 
alleged perjury. 

It is reported and generally circula- 
ted that Wilbur Glenn Voliva is in- 
dicted for conspiracy to colonize Zion 
City and for alleged illegal voting, the 
law taking the view that as he is al- 
leged to have caused the illegal voting 
he is equally culpable. 

It is reported that none of the forty 
Waukeganites were indicted, showing 
they were given an immunity bath, it 
is said. 

'It is reported that every man who 
came from outside the Zion City limits 
to vote at the city election and either 
voted or attempted to vote is indicted 
for alleged fraudulent voting or at- 
tempt to vote. 

It is reported that every man who 
made out afiidavits for legal residenc;e 
in Zion City while living oUtside, and 
attempted to vote on the strength of 
tiie afiidavits, or did vote, is indicted. 

It is reported that all of Voliva's 
personal cabinet, his personal staff, his 
body guard, Captain A. A. Walker, and 
his political action committee, W. Kurd 
Clendinen, I. J. Thurston, J. W. 
Friend, 0. W. Farley, Theodore Forby 
and others, have been indicted on the 
conspiracy charges. 

Voliva and his attorney, George W. 
Field, who is not taking any part in the 
vote matter, are in Woodstock in con- 
nection with the Mothersill-Voliva libel 

suit. 

The news of the 190 indictments has 
spread a sort of consternation and fear 
at Zion City, and the most faithful of 
the followers of Voliva are deeply 
troubled, although they say, more in 
hone than in knowledge, that when the 
19* cases come to a hearing .they will 
•*falldown." 

This is not looked for. 

Independents are having a jubilee. 

Immediately the grand jury had re- 
ported, Judge Charles Whitney stated 
to the whole court room that none of 
the names of those indicted would be 
made public until the one hundred and 
ninety capiases were served, or as they 
are served. It is probable that Voliva 
will be taken into custody at Wood- 
stock, and brought from there to this 
coufity and lodged in the county jail un- 
less he supplies heavy bail. Sheriff 
Green started to serve the capiases at 
once when the indictments were re- 
turned. 

His trips will take him all over the 
country, as far as Portland, Oregon, 
Seattle, Washington, Los Angeles, 
Cincinnati, and many other distant 
points from which men are alleged to 
haVe come to vote. 

It is probable that in no case will re- 
sistance he offered, although when the 
grand jury began to seek witnesses and 
to try to have papers served the sus- 
pects are said to have scurried out of 
Zion City like rats from a sinking ship. 

For every indictment returned Voliva 
has promised a bitter fight, and It is re- 
ported that he has engaged Attorney 
Bums of Burns & Longenecker, of Chi- 
cago, as his attorney for the defense. 
Burns is said to bo one of the lending 
criminal case lawyers of the country."

Prevailing Belief Is That All 

Indictments for Outside 
Men Will Stand 



MAY MEAN HEAEY EXPENSE 



Many Think Voliva Will Furnish Bail For 

All of His Followers—Said to Have 

$2,000,000 Worth of Real Estate 



There is a prevailing belief that no 
capiases for men outside of Lake 
County will be served at this time as 
many of the men against whom indict- 
ments were returned by the grand jury 
reside in remote parts of the county 
and the serving on them of the capiases 
would entail an enormous expenditure 
of money. ^ 

It is said that the plan that will be 
followed will be to have these capiases 
held over these men so that if they ever 
return to Zion City or Lake County they 
will be served on them. This, it is 
pointed out will serve a double purpose 
—it will save the spending of a large 
amount of money by the county and it 
will prevent many of these men from 
returning to Zion City for the purpose 
of voting. 

It is understood also, . that Wilbur 
Glenn Voliva is to furnish bail for all of 
his followers who were indicted by the 
grand jury, that is, as many of them 
as the the court will allow. 

Many of his follows have mortgaged 
their property and turned the money 
over to him, it is claimed, and thus they 
have practically pauperized themselves. 

The question is, how many of them 
will Voliva be able to furnish with bail. 

If all the men under indictments de- 
cide to stay in jail, and not furnish bail, 
it means that Lake County will be com- 
pelled to spend the enormous sum of 
about $10,000 to feed them luntil Octo- 
ber when they will be given a hearing. 

It costs Lake County 50 cents a day 
to feed her prisoners. Two hundred 
prisoners for 100 days at 50 cents a day, 
would mean approximately $10,000.

VALUABLE EXPERIMENTS TO IMPROVE 

PRESENT METHODS OF SWINE FEEDING 
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Swine Experiment Plats. 



Care of Screens. 
Window and door screens usually 
get very dusty during the latter part 
of the summer, and It is poor econ- 
omy to put them away in that condi- 
tion; neither is It a good idea to 
wash them just before storing unless 
they are most carefully dried to pre- 
vent rusting. Kerosene applied with 
a paint brush cleans the wires better 
than water, and also prevents rusting.

Assistant Professor of Swine Hut* 
bandry, University of lllnois. 
In 1S94 the Illinois experiment sta 
tlon started an investigation with 
Bwlne, the purpose of which was to 
Improve the practice of swine feeding. 
This work has been In progress con- 
tinually since that time, and up to 
the present 17 experiments, Involv-. 
Ing the use of about 750 pigs, 
have been completed. With the ex- 
ception of ten, all of these pigs were 
bred and developed on the university 
Tarm. The different experiments con- 
tained as high as SI pigs per experi- 
ment divided up into different lots. 

The work thus far has brought out 
some very interesting and what are 
thought to be very important facts, but 
Is not yet complete. Pigs have been 
made to weigh, in the dry lot, 290 
pounds at eight months of age at a 
cost of a little over four pounds of feed 
per pound of live weight. This, how- 
ever, was under conditions that were 
not considered to be the best, and it 
is thought that, as soon as several fac- 
tors have been corrected, a good pig 
can be made to weigh 300 pounds at 
eight months of age at a lost of 1,.S00 
pounds feed (dry feed basis). 

The eighteenth experiment of the 
series is now under way. It started 
on May 13, 1911, and will be continued 
to November 11, 1911. In this ex- 
periment an attempt is being made to 
adapt the new system of feeding, as 
It has been developed in the dry lot 
to feeding on pasture. It Is not as- 
sumed, however, that this one experi- 
ment will complete the task, but the 
work will have to be continued subse- 
quently to put It upon a permanent 
and final basis, NevertheleBS, the 
outline of the present experiment may 
be of interest 

Lot No. 1 Is being fed in a dry yard 
similar to those of previous years. The 
fefds entering into the ration for this 
lot are as follows: Com. red dog 
flour, wheat bran, buttermilk, and a 
little tankage, besides a regulated 
amount of water. 

L>ot No. 2 is being fed on onehalf 
acre of clover pasture. The succeed- 
ing lots each have one-half acre of al- 
falfa. Lots 1 to five. Inclusive, con- 
tain five pigs each an lots 6 and 7 
six pigs each. The grain part of the 
rationforlot2iBmadeuporcom, They 
I get one-half the quantity of com that 
Is being fed In total dry feed or its 
equivalent, to lot 1. Lot 2 will thus 
afford a comparison with lot 1, as to 
the extent and economy of gains that 
can be produced by thus feeding pigs 
on clover pasture as compared with ex- 
clusive grain feeding in a dry yard. 

Lot 3 is being fed the same as lot 
2, with the exception that they have 
one-half acre of alfalfa pasture. This 



Purpoce of Tarring Corn. 

Tarring com Is done to protect the 
seed from crows, ground squirrels, 
field mice, and moles. In some places 
these pests do so much damage to the 
seed that the prospect for a crop is 
cut off before the seeds have a chance 
to Rcrmlnate. 

The seed Is put in a box or vessel of 
some convenient slie and a thin coat- 
ing of tar is spread over It Planting 
Is done in tho same manner as If no 
tar was on tho seeds. The odor of the 
tar will keep Injurious pests away 
even after the seed has sprouted.

will alTord a direct comparison be- 
tween clover and alfalfa as forage 
crops for swine. 

Lot 4 Is receiving only one-fourth of 
a grain ration in the form of corn. 
That is, the swine are receiving one- 
fourth as much corn as lot 1 Is re- 
ceiving In total drj- feed. Lot 4 will 
thus afford a comparison with lot 3 
and show whether it Is more profitable 
to feed one-half or' one-fourth of a 
grain ration In the form of cora on al- 
falfa pasture. 

Lot 5 is being fed a half grain ra- 
tion, based upon the nutrients con- 
tained in the fe«ds the same as is lot 
1. The feeds entering into this ration 
are the same as In lot 1, with the ex- 
ception of the wheat bran. It is as* 
Bumed that the pigs will get sufficient 
hulk from the pasture. Lot 5 will af- 
ford a comparison with lot 3 and show 
whether It is better to feed com alone 
on alfalfa pasture or whether It will 
prove more profitable to feed a great- 
er variety of feeds made up as a 
fractional part of a balanced ration, 
as previously determined. 

Lots 2, 3, 4 and 5 all have free ac- 
cess to water while lots 1. as stated 
above. Is fed according to the water 
standard previously determined. Lota 
1 to 5. inclusive, thus far mentioned, 
are all being fed for market Lot 1, 
according to the standard previously 
developed, will be In prime market 
condition at the close, if fed as out- 
lined. Lots 2, 3. 4 and 5 receiving only 
part of a grain ration, may have to be 
given more grain toward the close of 
the feeding period to accompllEh the 
desired results. 

Lots 6 and 7 contain the gilts that 
arc to he developed for breeding pur- 
j)OHes. As shown In i)revlouB experi- 
ments Rucb pigs, if they are to be of 
the preutest service afterwards, must 
not be fed in tiie same lots with the 
market pigs. These, then, are being 
fed according to the breeding standard 
that was developed during recent years 
In the dry lot. lu order, however, to 
adapt tliis to pasture work they are 
given only three-fourths of the stand* 
ard us developed in the dry lot suppos- 
ing that they will gel the other one- 
fourth from the uUalfa pasture. The 
feeds used in thcHe lots are the same 
as in lot h. Lot lius free access to 
water, while lot 7 Is being fed the 
standard lunount of water as previous- 
ly determined for breeding pigs. This, 
then, will afford a comparison between 
feeding water according to these two 
methods.' 

All the lots have free acces to min- 
eral matter, so that this factor, which 
is one of the most important parts of a 
ration, ought to be fairly well taken 
care of. The accompanying cut shows 
some of the alfalfa lots in use Jn this 
particular experiment. 



Time for Tranaplantlng. 

As a rule, the full at the year Is 
the best time for tramiiJlanting of 
trees. The main reasons are that the 
soil at that Beason is In better work- 
ing condition; there is more time for 
the work, new roots develop ahead of 
the growing season, and the soil be- 
comes well settled for active root 
work when the spring Eeasou opens. 
When trauEplanting is done In the 
fall it should be done as soon as the 
tree becomes dormant to give time 
for the development of few roots 
while the soil Is yet warm. In spring 
transplanting the work should be 
done just as soon as the soil is dry 
enough to work. Late spring wo.-k 
Is usually of doubtful value.

: which ho awaited that early morning sum- 
mono, If, indeed, he was not down on "the 
commons" or tho vacant field at tho edgo-of 
■ town to Bee with his own oyea tho. barking 
of tho tamed dog of war. 

rYom Umo out of mind tho firing of salutes 
■with cannon has been one of the approved 
'mothodd of celebrating the Fourth of July and 
;U is likely that It will continue to bo the fash- 
ion to the end of the chapter, no matter what 
other changes may bo made In the approved 
■rorm of commemorating our festival of Inde- 
pendence. The discbarge of big. guns on the 
'JU y holiday la simply an elaboration from tho 
nolse-maklng standpoint of young America's 
practice of exploding nrecrackera, and .since 
the average red-blooded citizen la merely a 
small boy grown toll, there is widespread 
sympathy with. If not cooperation In, this 
nolay acknowledgment of tho glorious. Fourth. 
Whereas cannonading Beems to bo a fixed 
feature of the program of the day we celo- 






brate, It must ho admitted that tho practice 
has undergone some changes with tho passing 
of the years. In the days ot our grandfathers 
the booming of the big guns kept up pretty 
much all day— Indeed In these days the 
patriotic citizens of the new republic liked 
Buch din so well that they fl red off cannon not 
merely on the Fourth^ but on Thanksgiving 
and Christmas and New Yqar'a as well. And 
on Independence Day If' the booming did not 
literally keep up all day at least there was a 
■prolonged aahito at sunrise, another at noon, 
a third at sunset and a Hnnl thundering along 
.with the skyrockets and,Eoman candles In the 
evening. . ''.:'." .■-. ■ 

: In this mdl-o decorous generation we bavo 
to bo content, most of ua, with one salute of 
this sort on the Fourth. At II. 8. navy yards 
and military posts and other governmental 
ireuervatlona tho saluto la llrcd at noon, but In 
tho average town or city where the civilians 
must do the firing— especially If theso self- 
eaifio civilians are to participate In a picnic 
or, a parade— the regulation salute Is sent echo- 
ing over tho coun'tryaldo soon after tho break 
of day. Of course, If there Is to be a cere- 
monial flag raising during tho day, or a menu- 
Tnont la to be unveiled or some high-up public ' 
offlclal Is to bo given a reception, there may bo 
a saluto as a sort of accompaniment for the 
function, but for the most part nowadays the 
average American community has to get along 
on tbo Fourth with one formal salute. 

Another change that has come with the 
passing of the years Is In the matter of tho rii^ 
rangemonts for the firing of the salutes. Tho 
average Individual who Hstena to the reverber- 
ation of the diatont guns never gives a thought 
to this part of It, but obviously somebody has 
.to attend to this part of tho celebration. In 
tho old days almost anybody who volunteered 
for' tho task — and who, mayhap, was willing 
to contribute for the powder— was considered 
competent to act ae artilleryman for the occa- 
slon. Similarly almost anything that would 
answer tho purpose of a cannon was accepted 
as a vehicle of noise making; How often un- 
der such clrcumstancoB was a worn ,old field 
piece dragged forth to. do such duty and'load-" 
ed nigh to tho muzzle by enthusiasts who 
thought far more of tho din than of the dan- 
ger that lay In an overcharge of ammunition 
Sometimes a hollow log or even a length of 
pipe was made to serve as a subEtltutc. 

Tho natujal sequel of auch a happy-go-lucky' 
Bchcme of firing Fourth of July salutes came 
In a constantly Increasing record of accidents 
which , finally bestirred public sentiment on 
the subject. ' Manifestly a large share of the 
mlshapa of thla kind, tho chronicle of which 
filled the newspapers on tho day following 
the Fourth, wore dub either to Inexperience In 
handling the guns or to tho kindred cause 
of lack of knowledge In measuring powder 
cbargca. Well, the upshot of the agitation 
was that there found favor a scheme for hav- 
ing all Fourth of July salutes rtrod by "pro- 
fessionals," as .U wore — that Is by men who 
maicQ a buslncsa of setting off largo caliber 
guna and who do It eve>y day of their lives, 
or at least quite frequently, instead ,of mere- 
ly once a year. :' 

Thus It has como aboiit that' In most com- 
munities where tholr services are available 
the official Fourth. o( July salutes are now 
fired by enlisted men of the United States 
army, navy or marln/s corps or raerabera of 
tho National Guard or Naval MllUIa of tho 
BOToral states. Accidents have not been elim- 
inated but they have been greatly reduced 
and the salutes are more accurate^thatis, 
a salute flred by auch a gun crew will consist 
of just the proper number of discharges of 
uniform, volume and with. the proper intervals 
betwoon Instead of tho hodge-podge that was 
formerly delivered In many Instances when' a

was genuine fun for the men who did it years 
ago, whereas -It la no more nor leas than a 
detail of the day'a work for Undo Sam's gun- 
ners. Indeed *lt may surprise some of our 
readers to learn that there are artillerymen 
In our regular army and raea-o'-war's-men on 
our naval vessels who thoroughly detest the 
roar of tho big guns. It Is not that they are 
, afraid or are lacking In experience, for some 
of theae men have been In the service for 
years and have repeatedly faced death In a 
variety of forma and yet many a veteran 
never gets over his dlsTlko of tho din at cloao 
range. . 

But then tho 'enthusiastic crowds that on 
tho. Fourth of July hear the echoing salutes 
In the distance have no Idea of tho shocks 
ndmlnlBtored to the men behind the gun when 
a "shooting Irdn" of any ilze lota go'. Tho 
strain of waiting for ca:ch report ond bracing 
himself to withstand It is also a severe tox 
on tho nervous ayatom of the gunner, to aay 
nothing of the unpleasant experience that fol- 
lows the dlacharge when the gunner Is struck 
- In tho face as though by a sharp gust of wind 
and auatalna a .Jarring, parUcuIarly of tho 
spine, which may force hlra to have a me- 
mento nil the remainder of the day In tho 
form of a severe headache. Of course guna 
of the largest alzo are never employed In the 
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firing of aalutea. On United States warablpa, 
whore guns of overy,cnIIber are at hand. from 
which to pick and choose the saluting la 
usually done with three-pounders and on shore 
light artillery or field plecea of about the same 
dimensions are utilized. 

A salute should consist of a Bpeclflc number 
ot dlachorgea having a certain significance, 
and one or another of these regulation salutes 
are flred ^when; tho nolse-maklng Is In tho 
hands of regular or volunteer aoldlery. but In- 
dependent gun. crews recruited for the Fourth 
coutlnuo to claim extensive license In this 
roapocf There are several dl/ferent salutes 
as prescribed In Uncle Sam's books of regu- 
lations that may bo adopted for the Fourth 
of July greeting. Perhaps tho most exten- 
sively used of all Is the American aaluto of 
ono gun for every stoW In the Union. By 
allowing an Interval of a mlnuto and a half bcv 
tweon discharges this salute- can bo strung 
out for more than an hour and 'at half-mlnuto 
Intervals, which Is slow enough to suit most 
persona, It enables an Interval of booming that 
exceeds twenty minutes. 

Another salute that is used on this holiday 
and that la appropriate to tho occasion Is tho 
old Federal salute of thirteen guns— one for 
each of tho thirteen original states. Thla aa- 
luto la' no longer uaed to any great extent 
on other ceremonial occasions, but It comes 



in pat on Independence 
day. Extensive use Is 
also made on the Fourth 
of the atandard national 
salute of twenty-one 
guns. Ordinarily this 
number of guna Is also 
accepted as the interna- 
tional salute and It la 
alao tho special salute 
of the president of the 
United States, fired 
whenever the chief mag- 
istrate visits a fort or 
Btepa aboard a naval 
vessel. The salute la 
popular on tho Fourth 
hccauae It seems to bo 
just about the proper 
■'• — "38 . length and Its use on 

^ this boliday is justified 

by tho fact that the number twenty-one la 
formed by the addition of the figures 1, 7, 7, 6, 
coraprlBlng the numerals In Uncle Sam'a birth- 
day year. 

Every saluting vessel In tho United Stotcs 
navy will thunder out a salute te Independence 
day no matter whether she bo at anchor in a 
foreign port, tied up in one of our navy yards 
or cruising out of alght of land In tho open 
aea. The national salute la the one used juat 
as it is on Alemorlal day and on "Wasblngton'fl 
birthday. The saluto of minute guns Is pre 
scribed under certain conditions In the navy, 
but tho regulation Inter^-al between guns in 
all salutes including the national salute of 
twenty-one guns la five seconds. During tho 
firing of tho snliite oU the officers and men 
stand at attention. It Is cuatomary. for for- 
eign warships anchored In American harboi-a 
to Hre a aalute In compliment to the United 
States on the Fourth and the same rourtcny 
la usually shown by foreign forts and w'arshlpa 
when Yankee naval croft, are spending tiie 
eventful holiday in alien waters. Whenever 
any foreign authorities or ships fire our na- 
tional saluto, the firing la no sooner concluded 
than an ofilcer from tho American ship In 
port makes an official call upon the foreign 
officials and extends thanks. 




Tho beat-known of all the American hero- 
ines- of battle Is Molly Pitcher, the story of 
whose adventures, especially on tbo battle^ 
fiold at Monmouth, Is one of tho most plctur^ 
esquo Incidents of tho revolutionary war. The 
early life of Molly Is aomowhat vague. She 
is EUpposed to have been bom at Carlisle, Pa., 
October 13, 1744. Her right name was Mary 
Ludwlg. and while the. soldlora were only fa- 
mllkir with her first name, calling ber Molly, 
they soon applied the second, because wher- 
ever they aawMollythoy also aaw tho pitcher 
with which alio carried water to tho aick and 
wounded In the camps. 

Several writers say Molly came to this coun-' 
try from Germany with her parents, who were 
among the. Palatines, The first Information 
wo havQ of her Is that she was employed as a 
mnid In tho family of General Irvlnoat Car- 
Hale, 'and on July 24, 1769, was married to 
John Hnya, a barber. Her husband was com- 
missioned a gunner In Proctor's First Pennsyl- 
vania artillery, Continental Ihio, December 1, 
1775, and Molly followed him to tho field. Thla 
was a common thing for tho wives of private 
floldlcra to do, their time boing passed In 
laundering for tlie offlcora, • ^ ' -. 

At tho assault at Fort Clinton "she showed 
much Dluck and also tho following year in 



the Important battle of Monmouth, N. J. In 
tho latter battle her husband, a gunner, had 
fallen, when she sprang to his place and flred 
the cannon. 

Molly had been carrying water to tho sol- 
dlers from a spring, the mercury being at sa 
degrees In tho ^hade. As no one was able to 
tako his place when ho became Incapacitated. 
It la said Bhe dropped her pall, aelzed the 
rammer, and vowed that aho would avenge 
hia deoth. She proved an excellent subatl- 
tute, her courago excllliig the admiration of 
all, and on tho following morning, In her soiled 
garments. General Grocno presented her to 
Washington, who praised her gallantry and 
commlsalonod her a acrgcant. 

It Is related she received many prosonta 
from tlie French offlcora and that stio would 
sometimes pass along the French lines, cocked 
hat in hand, and would get it almost niledwlth 
coins, She Is said to have served In tho army 
nearly eight years In all. She* was placed on 
the Hat of half-pay officers and for many years 
afttr tho Revolution lived at the Carilsle bar- 
racks, cooking and washing for the soldiers. 

The houso In which she apen't her later 
years In Carlisle was demolished In recent 
years. She died Januair 22, 1823, at the ago 
of Eoveuty-nine, and was buried with military 



honors, but her grave remained unmarked un- 
til 1876, when Peter Spahr of Carlislo con- 
ceived tbo Idea of erecting a monument. 

A monument on tho battlefield of Monmouth 
further commemorntea Molly Pitcher, a baa re- 
lief representing her In tho act of ramming 
a cannon. She also flgurea In George Wash- 
ington Parke Custia* painting "Tho Field of 
Monmouth." So familiar had the hcroltio of 
Monmouth become that tho ' name "Molly 
Pitcher" waa applied by tlie continental sol- 
dlora, in their hot and weary march through 
New Jeraoy, to any woman who brought them 
water to drink. 
"Molly" is credited with having remarked 
' at a banquet at which there were Brltlah sol* 
dlors, when she was called upon to toast King 
George: "When Washington leads his soldiers 
into battle, God help King George!" •

WESTERN CANADA'S 
GOOD CROP 

PROSPECTS 

YIELDS OF WHEAT WILL LIKELY 

BE 25 TO 30 BUSHELS 

PER ACRE, 



In an Interview with Mr. W. X 
White, who baa charge of the Cana-J 
dian government Immigration offices 
In tho United States, and who has re- 
cently made an extended trip through 
the provinces of Manitoba, Saskatche- 
wan and Alberta la Western Canada. 
He said that every point ho visited 
ho -was mot with tho ono report, unl- 
voraally good crops of wheat, oats 
and barley. There will this year bo a 
much Increased acreage over last 
year. Many farmers, who had but 
one hundred acres last year, havo In- 
creased their cultivated and seeded 
acreage as mucU as fifty per cent. 
With tho proajiecta as they are at 
present, this 'will mean from ^^2 to 
$15 addlUonal wealth to each. Ho 
aaw many large fields running from 
800 to 1,000 acrea In extent and It ap- 
peared to him that there was not an 
acre of this but would yield from 2ft 
to 25 or 30 bushels of wheat per acre, 
while tho oat prospects might safely 
bo eatlmated aj; from 40 to 70 bushela 
per acre. In all parts of tho west, 
whether it bo Manitoba, Saskatche- 
wan or Alberta, north and aouth/east, 
and west, and in the districts whero 
last year there was a partial failure 
of crops, tho condition of all grain Is 
universally good and claimed by miDSt 
of the farmers to be from ono to two 
weeks^ In advance of any year for tho 
past* ten or twelve years. It does not 
seem that there was a single foot of 
tho grround that waa jproperly aeeded 
that would not produce. 

There are thoae' throughout westera 
Canada who predict that there will be 
200,000,000 bushels of wheat ^.ralakd 
there thla year, and if the present 
favorable conditions continue, thero 
aoes not seem any reason why theso 
prophesies should not come true. 
There is yet a possibility of hot 
winds reducing the quantity In aomo 
parts, but with th« ictrongly rooted 
sropa and tho EUfficIcncy of precipita- 
tion that the country has already 
been favored with, this probability la 
reduced to a minimum. 

The prices of farm lands at the 
present time aro holding steady and 
lands can probably still be purchased 
Bt tho price set this spring, ranging 
from ?15 to $20 per acre, but with a 
harvested crop, sucb as Is expected, 
there is no reason why these same 
lands should not bo worth from $20 
to $25 per acre, with an almost abso- 
lute assurance that by next spring 
there will BtiU be a further advauca 
In prices. 

Mr. White says that theso lands are 
ia cheap at today's flgurea with tho 
lountry's proven worth as they wero 
1 few years ago at half the price 
when the general^ public had but a 
league Idea of the producing quality 
3f western Canada lands. 

The land agents at , the different 
towna along tho line ot railway are 
very active. A large number of acres 
are turned over weekly to buyers 
from the different states in the south, 
where lands that produce no better 
ore Bold at from $150 to $200 per 
acre. 

The homestead lands aro becoming 
acarcer day by day ^nd those wlio aro 
unable to purchase, preferring to 
honjeatcad, are directing their atten- 
tion to tho park acres lying In tho 
northerly part of tho central dis- 
tricts. It has been found that whilo 
theso are somewhat more difficult to 
bring under the subjugation of the 
plow, tho soil ia fully aa productlvo 
as In tho districts farther south. Tliey 
possess tho advantage that tho mor"a 
open prairie lireas do not possess; 
that there Is on these lands an open 
acreage of from fifty to seventy per 
cent of the whole and the balance, Is 
made up of groves of poplar of fair 
size, wLlcii offer shelter for cattle, 
while the grasses aro of splendid 
strength and plentiful, bringing about 
a more active stage of mixed farming 
than can be carried on In tho mora 
open districts to tbo south. 

Tho emigration for the past year 
baa been the greatest In the history 
of Canada and It Is keeping up In 
record shape. The larger number of 
those, who will go this year will be 
those who will buy lauds nearer tho 
line of railways, preferring to pay a 
llttlo higher price for good location 
than to go back from tho line of rail- 
ways some 40 or 50 miles to home- 
stead. 

Mr. White has visited tho different 
agencies throughout the United States 
and' ho found that tho correspbndenco 
at the varloua offices has largely In- 
crcaaed, tho number of callers Ii 
greater than ever.

l|n Dissenting Opinion Jurist Declares 
the Government's Petition to Be 
Welt Founded and It Should Have 
Been Granted. 



St. LouiB.— The United States cli^ 
Icult court of the elghtU district hand- 
jed'down au opinion that the purchase 
of the Southern PacIIic railroad by the 
■Union Pacific "did not amount to a 
direct aud substantial restraint of 
ollhcr Interstate or International com- 
jmerce." The recent decision of the 
lUnlted States Supremo court In the 
^Standard Oil case TV'as cited among 
jothers by Judge Elmer D. Adams, who 
l^wroto the majority oplnlou. Supreme 
'Court Justice Willis Van Do Vanter, 
while a circuit juilgo of the eighth 
^ctlstrict, participated In tbo hearing, 
'deMberatlon and decision In the case 
iand concurred in tlio opinion. Judge 
■William C. Hook filed a dlsBontlng 
opinion. 

"Our conclusion," said Judge Adams, 
"Is that, all the facts of the case, con- 
:Bldered In their natural, roaaonable 
tand practical aspect, and given their 
appropriate relative signlflcatlon, do 
not make the Union Pacific a substan- 
'tlal competitor for transcontinental 
jbuslness with the Southern Pacific in 
lor prior to the year 1901. 

"Certainly the desire to appropriate 
ithc trifling business done by the 
iSouthorn Pacific on the minor lines 
'or to suppress competition of trafllc 
which was in the aggregate of such 
'email proportions could not have been 
the Inspiration of tlio vast outlay In- 
volved in the purchase of the Ilunt- 
.Ington stock. It did not amount to a 
direct and substantial restraint of 
either Interstate or international com- 
merce. This is not sulUcient to bring 
It within the condemnation of. the anti- 
trust law." 

The court held alco that the Invoat- 
mont of the Harrlman lines in the 
Santa Fo was not for acquiring con- 
trol, and that If It was for obtaining 
Inside information concerning the op- 
eration of a great competitor they 
chose a lawful way for doing It 

"The conclusions of fact dispose of 
this case," the conclusion concluded, 
"without the necessity of determining 
the question much debated in brief 
and argument whether securing con- 
trol of the Southern Pacific company 
by purchasing stock of individual own- 
ers could in any view of the case have 
contravened the anti-trust law, 

"On the facts of this case, with all 
their reasonable antl fair inferences, 
wo conclude that the government has 
tailed to substantiate the averments 
of Its bill. 

"The bill must bo dismissed and a 
decree ivlll be entered tQ that effect." 



iKOHLSAAT GIVES NEW NAMES 



Chicagoan Mentions Prominent Men 

In Connection With Alleged Lorl- 

mer Corruption' Fund. 



Washington. — Roger C. Sullivan, na- 
tional committeeman from lIllnolB; 
E. 3. Conway, president of the W. W. 
Kimball Piano company; one of the 
WeyerhaeuBsers, and an unnamed man 
now dead were named by Herman H. 
Kohlsaat, editor of the Chicago Rec- 
ord-Herald, as possible contributors to 
a 5100.000 Lorlmur corruption fund of 
1909 before the senate Investigating 
committee. The names were divulged 
only after Chairman Dillingham had 
ordered them given. 

Mr. Kohlsaat declared that former 
President Roosevelt's refusal to at- 
tend the Hamilton club dinner last 
year If Senator Lorlmer was to be 
present was the outcome of the dis- 
closure to him by the witness of the 
alleged request for contributions to 
reimburse those who raised the Lor- 
lmer election fund. 

Mr. Kohlaaat said that until he gave 
the names of Hlnes and Tllden to the 
Helm committee in Springfield and 
the others he had given them to only 
throG persons — Victor R Lawson, Mr. 
■Roosevelt and Mrs. Kohlsaat. How- 
ever, ho had told the story without 
names to half a hundred persons, In- 
'cludlng Senators Root and La Fol- 
lette. 

Mr. Kohlsaat had previously stated 
In his testimony that In the conversa- 
tion with Clarence S. Funk, In which 
^Edward Hlnes was mentioned as col- 
lector of the famous $100,000 fund and 
Edward Tllden as treasurer, other 
linen were named by Jlr. Funk as pos- 
>6lble contributors. 

"I have opposed Lorlmer since 
,1891," aald Mr. Kohlsaat. "I admire 
his private life, but am opposed to 
Lorlmorlsm. It is afllllatlon, co-opera- 
tion and cohesion of Democrats and 
Republicans for party and private 
pelf. Lorlmerlsm is a cohesion of 
Bpolls, the worst elements of the Dem- 
ocratic and Republican patties." 



Urges Action to Prevent Delusion of 

Sick Be Taken by Amendment 

of Food Law. 

WaBhlngton.— Death dealing drugs 
of the- cure-all variety and their mak- 
ers are severely condemned by Pres- 
ident Taft. 

In. a n:essage to congress the presi- 
dent scathingly arraigned the manu- 
facturers of what ho denounced as 
"dangerous drug frauds" and urged 
congress to amend at this session the 
pure food aud drug law to strengthen 
that, act In vital points of weakness 
recently pointed out by decisions of 
the United States Supreme court. 

President Tiift believes that unless 
the law Is amended forthwith the 
countrj- will again bo flooded by "In- 
jurious nostrums" and "cure-alls" 
which wore common before the pure- 
food law first was enacted. 

The 'message woa transmitted to 
both tho senate and the house, and It 
was said that tho latter body probably 
would take up the matter at an early 
date. Representative Sherley of Ken- 
tucky already has Introduced a bill 
bearing on the subjocL 

The president, in his message, calls 
attention to the provisions of tho pure 
food and drugs act of Juno 30, 1906. 
designed to prevent tho manufacture 
and shipment of "worthless nostrums 
laholed with misstatements of fact as 
to their physiological action — mlsstate- 
Tnents false and misleading even In 
the knowledge of thoso who make 
them," and asserts that the law was 
received with general satisfaction and 
"has been vigorously enforced," more 
than 2,000 cases having been pre- 
pared for criminal prosecution under 
its terms. Ho continues: 

"The Supreme court has held In a 
recent decision that tho act does not 
cover tlio knowingly false labeling of 
nostrums as to curatl- o effect or 
physiological action, and that Inquiry 
under this salutary statute does not 
by lie termc extend In any case to tlie 
Iiiofncicacy of medicine to work the 
cures claimed for them on the labels. 

"Fraudulent misrepresentations oC 
the curative value of nostrums not 
only operate to delude purchasers, but 
are a distinct menace to tho public 
health.' There are none so credulous 
as sufferers from disease. The need 
Is urgent for legislation which will 
prevent the raising of false hopes of 
speedy cures of serious ailments by 
misstatements of fact as to worthless 
mixtures on which the sick will rely 
while their diseases progress ua- 
chocked." 



RECIPROCITY HAS A CHANCE 



Situation In Senate Shifts When Farm- 
ers' Free List and Wool Bills 
Are. Reported. 

Washington. — Reciprocity will prob- 
ably win. Another quick shift of the 
situation In the senate put tho Demo- 
crats firmly back In their original atj 
titudo of favoring the commercial pact 
with Canada 'rco of nil am'cnd- 
ments. 

Tho necessities which brought 
about- the coalition of Democrats and 
Republican Insurgents ceased to ex- 
ist when Senator Penrose, chairman 
of the finance committee, though giv- 
en 20 days In which to consider the 
farmers' free list and wool bills, re- 
ported them out ■with an unfavorable 
recommendation, and they look their 
place in the senate calendar. 

Now with tho house bills In a posi- 
tion where tho senate may call them 
up for consideration at will, there Is 
no longer any necessity to offer them 
as amendments to reciprocity In order 
to get a record vote.

Asserts Reform In Currency System 
Would Benefit Wage Earner „ 
and Farmer. 

Now York. — President Taft, address- 
ing tho rncmbcra of tho Now York 
State Bankers' asBocIatlon, at a-ban- 
quet given by them In his honor at 
Manhattan Beach, made 'an extended 
argument for a central bank and gave 
hia Indoraemcul to the National Ro- 
aervo association plan proposed by 
e.\-Senator Aldrich, chairman of the 
monetary commission.. 

Ho pointed out tliat it was tho 
unanimous opinion of authorities that 
the existing banking and currency 
system of tho United States was ab- 
solutely Inadequate to tho needs of a 
great and growing commercial nation 
and that drastic reforms woKo neces-. 
sary. 

One of the great dllllcultleB of the 
present system, he said, was making 
tho money In circulation correspond 
to the actual and conservatlvo needs 
of trade. These dimcuHles and 
others, the president said, would bo 
minimized and done away with were 
a central bank cstabllBhed. In all i 
well-regulated banking and currency 
systems of tho qld world, he aald, tho 
power to control cash reserves and 
the issue of notes to be used as cur- 
rency is to bo placed undor the con- 
trol of a central bank, recognized by 
tho government. 

"The wage earner," said tho presi- 
dent, "Is quite as much Interested In 
the proper operation of .a sound cur- 
rency and banking system as aro tho 
bankers themselves, and that any 
plan which will lead to tho adjust- 
ment of the cash reson'ea to avoid 
the stringencies and exigencies of a 
threatened panic will inure chiefly to 
the benefit of those Interested In tho 
continuation of our InduBtrlcs, manu* 
facturing, etc., and especially In the 
maintenance, use and distribution of^ 
large wage funds upon which tho 
worklngmen and their families are 
dependent. 

"Similarly, tho farmers have a 
most Intimate Interest In tho plan 
which shall secure for tho middleman 
at a reasonable rate of Interest, funds 
with which to move tho crops and 
with which to pay adequate prices 
for that which tho farmer has to sell. 
Tho demand for money which arises 
every seaaon for crop moving causes 
frequent embarrassment and a rais- 
ing of the rates of Interest wbl,ch such 
a plan as this would avoid. 

"In no other way can tho expense 
of the disposition of tho farmers* 
crops, which In times past has been 
BO heavy, be so materially reduced.

— Ho Absolves Senators, 

Washington.— A souatlonal turn In 
thd Lorlmer Investigation 'was taken 
■when Clarence S. Funk of Chicago, 
general manager of tho International 
Harvester company, declared on the 
witness stand that ho has been fol- 
lowed for months by. detectives, and 
charged Edward HInoE, president of 
the Edward Hlnes Lumber company, 
with putUng tho "ahadowora" oa bis 
trail. 

Funk also said ho had received 
many threats over the telephone and 
In nijonymous letters, aud it there- 
upon developed that the committee 
of the United States which Is con- 
ducting tho Investigation has been 
annoyed by almllar slnlator warnings. 
_ Consternation was caused * among. 
tho membora of Uio committee when 
Mr. Funk declared, upon crossKsxnm- 
ination, that tho detectives who had 
been haunting his footsteps had fol- 
lowed him to the committee room and 
bad taken their places among the 
spectators. \ 

Mr. Funk admitted that he knew 
the name of one of tho detectives and 
could produce him before the com- 
mittee. The investigation was brought 
to a temporary halt while tho commit- 
tee retired and: had a consultation 
with the .witness. This conference 
lasted nn hour, during which time Mr, 
Funk made an effort to Jin d tbo de- 
tective. Failing In thin, tho hearing 
adjourned, and it Is expected that the 
detective, will, be summoned before 
tho committee. 

Mr. Funk's Interesting disclosure 
came after a long and rather dull ses- 
Bion lu which he repeated the testi- 
mony he gave tlie Helm committee 
at Sprlngfleld and told again the story . 
of how Edward Hines approached him 
and asked him to contribute $10,000 
to help make up tho fund of $100,000 
spent in getting I^rimor elected by 
tho Illinois assembly. 

Mr. Funk did not remember men- 
tioning the names of Roger Sullivan 
and one of the Wej'erhausera to H. 
H. Kohlsaat, to whom he related hla 
conversation with Hlnes.

WASHINGTON.— Chief JubUcg White 
of the United Status Supremo 
court has niipolntctl a comnilt- 
leo to revise tho rules of equity prac- 
tice In the United States courts. The 
committee Is composct^ of hiniHelf, Jua- 
tlces Lurton and Van Deventer, the 
only memhera of the Supreme court 
who have had experience on the bench 
of tho United Slates circuit court, Jus- 
tice Lurton since 1S93 and Justice Van 
Deventer since 1903. 

This move Is Uie initial step In a 
^cat reform In federal court pro- 
cedure, which has long l)een advocated 
by Justice White, who hna often criti- 
cised the antiquated practice on the 
chancery side of these courts. 

The present, rules were promulgated 
in 1842. Thejiarc adapted In their en- 
tirety from tho ancient rules of tlio 
high court of chancery of England, 
and are cumbersome and complicated 
In tho hlghcat degree, lending them- 
Eclvcs to delays and cmbnrrasslug lltl- 
gatlon rather than expediting causes. 
It Is significant that tho rules from 



which tho United States court rules ot 
equity practice were adapted havo 
long since been displaced In Uio Eng- 
lish practice, and In almost every 
minor Jurisdiction In the United States 
where they wore In forco In the last 
century have been abandoned for code 
procedure or amended In accord with 
modern Ideas and practice. 

Members of the bar In commenting 
on the proposed reform without excep- 
tion commend It. They say that the 
rules as they now stand, If rigidly en- 
forced, would luvolvo litigation In an 
endless snarl, and that the' present 
rules have been tolerable only by rea- 
son of the disregard of many of them 
which have been found Impractical of 
enforcement In modern procedure. But 
In such cases they say that special or- 
ders and short cuts In suits are made 
to fit the Individual case and thus the 
whole procedure Is "up In the air" or 
In the "discretion of the court," which 
Is In many cases Just as bad. 

No Intimation was given by Chief 
Justice White or either member oi: the 
committee just what form the revision 
win take, but It Is agreed that It will 
look to the expediting of causes, and 
tho relief of litigants from tho almost 
prohibitive expense of tho present 
equity procedure. 

The committee Is expected to report 
Its recomniendatlons to the Supreme 
court early In the fall term. 



Nation Has a Great Naval Scrap Heap 



THE fate of the battleship Texas, 
once the pride of the United States 
navy, recently sent to the bottom of 
Tangier sound, in Chesapeake bay, by 
the guns of her eLster ships, as an ex- 
periment In naval science, has called 
public attention to the prodigious size 
of the nation's naval scrap heap. 

Not only is the government Blinding 
more than $00,000,000 on Its new 
DreadnaughtB now under construction, 
but It Is throwing away annually mil- 
lions of dollars' worth of battleship 
construction of tho older type, now 
considered out of date. 

On tho naval Junk pile In the last 
ten years 3C vessels have been 
aumpcd. They cost tho government 
to build, or to buy ready built, $9,803.- 
i95.C0. Pron\ the sale of tho retuso 
barely three per cent., or $280,029.41, 
has been received. 

The ships which have been destroy- 
ed outright are but tho smaller part of 
Oio number of abandoned naval ves- 
sels which total 30 In tho past ten 
fears. The greater part arc those 
which, while still technically counted 
IS a public asset, would be of no value 
In war and would never again ho used 
lor that purpose. They arc In use as 
'raining vessels for, tho naval rc- 
jorves of various states. Tho monitor 




Amphitrlte, destined for use at SL 
Louis, is a type of these ships which 
are useful only In providing posslblo 
future recruits for the service. 

The Texas was the first modern bat- 
tleship constructed for the navy. It 
was surpassed in speed by tho Iowa, 
the Oregon, and other vessels In the 
battle off Santiago, but Its name was 
written as large as any on the page 
which records that day's nghtlng. 

And It win now he but a few years, 
according to the Inexorable rules ot 
tho navy department, before the Ore- 
gon, Massachusetts. Indiana and Iowa 
follow the Texas as targets for the 
projectiles of newer vessels or ore 
relegated to tho ignominy of the Junk 
heap. 

The Oregon, most costly of tho old 
type of sea fighters, cost tho govorn- 
meut less than $0,000,000. The New 
York, biggest ot tho DreadnaughtB 
now building at eastern shipyards, will 
cost nearly $13,000,000.

They had trav- 
eled to most of the countries of tho 
globe, and. Ignorant of alien languages 
and customs, . had supported them- 
selves by the sole resource of their 
own hands. They were confident of 
taking care of themselves In any situ- 
ation. 



Who would have thought that tho 
squalid parlor. Into which the warm 
sun filtered, was a place of dreams? 
But so It was. The taciturn little En- 
glishman In the corner, who was born 
in South Africa, -was gazing into space 
upon the yellow com fields of the Ar- 
gentine Republic, upon construction 
camps in the Andes, and upon broad 
roads loading by gentlo stages through 
the pampas from ono hospitable ranch^ 
to tho next.
